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bill clinton is known to be some talker and storyteller and it is about to be released autobiography called my 
life he keeps telling stories for nearly one thousand pages he tells about his difficult childhood about his 
political accomplishments about his relationship with monica lewinsky and about how he finally told the truth 
to hillary clinton you will hear all of that tonight and you will hear president clinton one of only two presidents 
in u.s history to face impeachment tell how he considers that a badge of honor we spoke with the former 
president at his home outside new york city and in the towns where he grew up in arkansas we think you 
might agree that tonight you see bill clinton as he has never been seen before what do you consider the 
greatest accomplishment of your presidency well the conventional answer i Suppose is the economy the fact 
that we were able to have 22 million jobs and record home ownership and lower interest rates so that people 
actually had the ability to do more things than ever before and what you consider the greatest failure of your 
presidency i'm sorry on the home front that we didn't get health care and that we didn't reform social security 
in international affairs i'm i regret that i didn't succeed in getting osama bin laden and equally i'm sorry that i 
wasn't able enough to convince the israelis and the palestinians to make peace on a personal level what was 
the best day you had in the white house maybe the day of my daughter's high school graduation when i saw 
what she had become and 
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when i saw what she had become and they asked me to speak and i talked about what it was like to be a 
parent and how i felt about her that's probably the best day and the worst day we had a lot of great personal 
days too the worst day was uh probably the day in august when i had to before i testified for the grand jury 
when i had to talk to hillary my family had to find out what had happened the president had finally told his 
family he had been lying about his relationship with monica lewinsky that was just a simple day when i had to 
acknowledge to the people i loved most in the world that i had failed i'd done something bad and i hadn't felt i 
could tell them about it before and it was awful because there there was no there was not that it wasn't about 
comparing what i had done what was being done to me it was just about facing up to my failure it was a bad 
day i had all my bad personal days in the white house were related to what i thought were shortcomings of 
my own is that the worst thing you ever did in my whole life oh i don't know i think i've talked a lot about that 
in the book and i think i've said enough about my personal life i think i've i've honestly tried to say more about 
my life than i believe any public figure ever has and probably more than anyone ever should and i think i'll 
leave it at that well tell me at least the highlight of what you wrote in the book about that because i think the 
central question is by me and i know this is difficult but the central question is why i think i did something for 
the worst possible reason that just because i could i think that that's the most just about the most morally 
indefensible reason 
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the most morally indefensible reason that anybody could have for doing anything when you do something 
just because you could and as i said that in the book i think that's part of the problems of the people i faced 
and combated with but in that moment that's i i believe i don't think it's much more complicated than that i just 
think that that's what happened i've thought about it a lot and there are lots of more sophisticated 
explanations more complicated psychological explanations but none of them are an excuse i have to say that 
over and over again because i know that people will raise cain about that but only a fool does not look to 
explain his mistakes people should try to understand why they did the things they did clinton writes at the 
beginning of his 957-page book that he believes the roots of his successes and failures are directly linked to 
his years growing up in arkansas so we asked the former president to go back with us to his home state to 
learn about the problems he had growing up on the front porch of his boyhood house in hope we talked 
about the second husband his mother virginia married your mother wound up with the man who became your 
stepfather roger clinton and he had a nickname which was dude dude he was a alcoholic was a womanizer 
an abuser he once shot at your mother i do not believe that she would have married him if he had ever 
abused her he before they got married that's something that happened afterward but you might say that she 
had a maybe mother like guys that were a little bit wreckish she probably thought she could tame them they 
liked her but virginia couldn't tame roger clinton or stop him from attacking her with his fists a pair of scissors 
and even shooting his gun at her this sounds crazy but i never hated my stepfather roger clinton even after 
he pulled the trigger in here 
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even after he pulled the trigger in here when he was drunk even after he beat my mother even after i got big 
enough to stop him from beating my mother i had some understanding that he was a good man who couldn't 
whip his drinking problem and that he was full of demons that he couldn't control and he took it out in 
destructive hateful ways i hated what he did but i never hated him bill clinton never told any of his friends 
what was going on at home as he writes in his book from his childhood into his adult years in politics he has 
lived quote two parallel lives the public one everyone knew about and a dark secret one he says he never 
talked about when did you first realize that you were what you call a secret keeper and that you were leading 
parallel lives i don't think i was conscious of it in the beginning but at some point when i after i had moved up 
to hot springs and we just kept having these violent incidences in their home and i realized that i never talked 
about it as far as i knew nobody knew about it i became aware that it was a conscious decision that my 
mother and i had made to carry on keep the secrets carried out to carry on and just go on and try to make a 
normal life while we were in hope the president took us to the cemetery he told us he always feels 
comfortable there i've never felt cemeteries were bad or morbid places i think they're places of homecoming 
and keep the ties going well your mother virginia kelly yeah and your natural father will you jefferson blythe 
are both buried here they are bill clinton had two fathers the abusive roger clinton and blyth his biological 
father who died before clinton was even born 
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who died before clinton was even born mother came home here because she was pregnant with me when 
he was coming down here to get her and he was killed on the highway at night his tower blew out on a wet 
highway and he was thrown into a drainage ditch in missouri and he was actually not injured all that badly 
but he was knocked out and he drowned in the ditch it turns out blyth was married three times before he met 
clinton's mother bill clinton wasn't told that until after he was elected president he wasn't told because his 
mother didn't know either and your mother's over here yeah my mother here is over here buried next to my 
father her first husband you know my mother was married five times to four men because she married my 
stepfather roger clinton twice because they divorced once and then they remarried but my mother was 
widowed three times she had a lot of sadness her life but but she um she always carried on so did bill clinton 
while his mother was divorced from roger clinton bill decided to change his name legally to clinton he kept 
the first and second names of william jefferson blithe his biological father but not the last name i think the fact 
that i was born without a father and that i spent a lifetime trying to put together a picture of one also had a lot 
to do with how it turned out good and not so good but i think on balance more good than bad but it had a lot 


to do with it later when he entered politics and was elected attorney general and governor there were rumors 
about his personal life when he ran for the democratic nomination for president in 1992 a storm broke over 
stories of his relationship with cabaret singer jennifer flowers yes i was bill clinton's lover for 12 years 
candidate clinton plummeted in the polls so 
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so in an effort to salvage his campaign he took the risky step of doing an interview on 60 minutes in front of a 
huge audience right after the 92 super bowl bill and hillary clinton were questioned by correspondent steve 
croft she's alleging and is described in some detail in a supermarket tabloid which she calls a 12-year affair 
with you that allegation is false i'm assuming from your answer that you're categorically denying that you 
ever had an affair with jennifer flowers i've said that before and so is she it took years for mr clinton to admit 
that he was lying in that interview and that he had had a relationship with jennifer flowers even though the 
interview rejuvenated his campaign he writes in his book he was so furious at correspondent croft for prying 
into his personal life that he wanted to quote slug him directly put how in the world did you ever get mrs 
clinton to go with you on that television program oh she wanted to go she's a she's tough man she didn't 
approve of what was being done you see in a lot of households and i expected my own what the wife is likely 
to say is some version of tell me again how i reload this thing [Music] but you know she thought if she was 
going to shoot me that it should be off camera and she didn't think that anybody else ought to be loading the 
gun what she thought was that that i was being messed with for reasons that had nothing to do with morality 
or family values and everything to do with power any chance you could have made it you could have pulled it 
off without her i don't think there is a way in the wider world i would have ever become president without her 
it wouldn't it's not even a close question since bill clinton says he really feels that way 
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really feels that way we wanted to know why did he repeat the same mistake he'd made with jennifer flowers 
years later with monica lewinsky why particularly after you've gone through what you went through when you 
were running for president in 1992 why did it happen again there is no explanation which is an excuse i want 
to make that clear i don't make any excuses for myself in this book but i think it is worth trying to figure out 
why i was not thinking straight there when you ask a question a question is a rational question and it's 
supposed to have a rational answer there is no rational explanation for what i did well in the book you make it 
clear that you compounded the mistake by lying about it like your wife child cabinet the country basically 
what happened is at the end of 95 i was involved in the as i tried to say in the book two great fights a struggle 
with the republicans over the future of the country which i want and a struggle with my old demons which i 
lost and if there had been no can of star if we had different kind of people i would just said hear the facts i'm 
sorry deal with it and however you please we all know what said correctly about hindsight but you wish you 
had done that i'd like to say yes but i can't i don't know because the moment was so crazy it was a zoo it was 
an unreal it was it was like living in a mad house in his book and time and again in our interview mr clinton 
goes after his nemesis special prosecutor star he says he still believes and is furious about it that star used 
an investigation into the white water real estate deal as a pretext to delve into the most intimate details of his 
personal life star issued his report and there were 
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star issued his report and there were hundreds and hundreds of references to sex and two to white water 
and that there really never was anything to whitewater it was nothing it was a deal i lost money on i made a 
business investment and lost money mr clinton explains that he eventually settled a sexual harassment suit 
brought by arkansas state employee paula jones not because he was guilty he still insists but to make it go 
away and he says kind of star came up nearly empty in what he calls an outlaw renegade investigation it cost 
over 70 million dollars and we were exonerated in whitewater exonerated in the vince foster suicide 
exonerated in the campaign finance reform exonerated in the white house travel office deal exonerated in the 
fbi file case the judge ruled that the jones case had absolutely no merit there was nothing left but my 


personal failing that's what that's what people got for over 70 million dollars they indicted innocent people 
because they wouldn't lie and they exonerated people who committed crimes because they would lie and 
they did it because it was nothing but a big political operation designed to bring down the presidency bill 
clinton's own lies are what got him into the deepest trouble in politics and in his marriage later he talks for the 
first time about how he told his wife the truth president clinton told us he questions at least the timing of 
starting the war in iraq at the expense of concentrating on al qaeda and osama bin laden but did he do 
enough to fight al qaeda and get osama mr president when the 9 11 attack occurred you were in australia i 
was i remember what was the first thing you thought osama bin laden did this we pointed out 
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osama bin laden did this we pointed out to the former president that the bipartisan commission looking into 
the 9 11 attacks is expected to criticize both his and the bush administration for not preventing them could it 
have been prevented well i don't want to comment on what happened on president bush's watch that's for 
the 9 11 commission to do we not only attacked his training camp in 98 and tried to get him i signed several 
authorizations to use lethal force against bin laden and his top lieutenants we broke up about 20 al-qaeda 
cells we arrested some of their people we prevented several terrorist incidents including attempts built planes 
flying into los angeles to blow up the los angeles airport over the millennium to blow up sites in the middle 
east as well as in the united states over the millennium we worked hard and i have thought a lot about that 
about your question and i did my best to answer that to the 911 commission i think i will let them say whether 
they think it could have been prevented the commission's final report is expected to be released next month 
commission member bob carrey former democratic senator someone you know well said that you president 
clinton let pass opportunities to arrest or kill the al qaeda leadership is that true i don't believe that is true 
there was a story which is factually inaccurate that the sudanese offered bin laden to us as far as i know 
there is not a shred of evidence of that now you did launch missiles eventually against bin laden in 
afghanistan and in the sudan that's correct you know it's been around for years that you did that mostly to 
take the heat off yourself in the lewinsky but that's not true mr clinton told us he launched the afghanistan 
attack after the cia told him bin laden was in a training camp it turns out he wasn't as for saddam

it turns out he wasn't as for saddam hussein when you were president you said the same thing as president 
bush that saddam hussein had weapons of mass destruction george bush eventually invaded iraq you didn't 
did you make the right decision and why didn't you make it the first president bush in after the first gulf war 
made a decision that rather than overthrowing saddam hussein the important thing was to contain his 
aggressive impulses so sanctions were imposed on iraq and an inspections process was started now when i 
became president 93 i inherited that system i actually thought it made pretty good sense we had done a lot of 
good with those inspections we we uncovered more chemical and biological agents and other prohibited 
materials in the inspections process and destroyed them and were destroyed in the gulf war president clinton 
points out that when saddam hussein kicked u.n weapons inspectors out of iraq in 1998 he ordered a four- 
day bombing raid but was unable to find out how many if any chemical and biological weapons were 
destroyed in those attacks and he says he thinks the current president bush should have pushed harder for 
new inspections in terms of the launching of the war i believe we made an error in not allowing the united 
nations to complete the inspections process now having said that we are where we are and i think the most 
important thing now is for all of us to support a stable peaceful and pluralistic iraq and looks to me like the 
administration's moving in that direction president bush says the world is safer in terms of terrorism because 
u.s led forces invaded iraq do you agree let me say this i think the iraqis are better off with saddam gone if 
they can have a stable government there have been more terrorists move 
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there have been more terrorists move into iraq in the aftermath of the conflict i still believe as i always have 
that the biggest terrorist threat by far is al qaeda in the al-qaeda network and that the biggest long-term 
destructive threat is the significant volume of chemical and biological agents all over the world that are not 
yet secure mr clinton says in his book he is haunted by the deaths of 18 americans in somalia and calls the 
1993 raid there a mistake he also told us he's had second thoughts about his controversial last-minute 
presidential pardon of financier mark rich looking back on event if you had to do over again would you still do 
it no but mostly because of all the grief i got that came out of it but on the merits nobody has yet made a 
case to me that it was the wrong decision and the president blames the collapse of his final effort to broker a 
new middle east peace agreement on yasser arafat i'm sure that all the rest of us made our mistakes along 
the way but it was a an error of historic proportions and the evidence of it is that about a year after i left office 
mr arafat said he wanted the deal he said i'm ready to accept the parameters for final negotiation that 
president clinton laid out so i don't think i need to say anything else to show that it was a mistake and by the 
time he said he wanted it he had an israeli government who wouldn't give it to him and an israeli public that 
no longer trusted him it's tragic but seven years earlier before the historic oslo peace accord was signed 
arafat was the cause mr clinton writes of great laughter in the white house he described for us what 
happened before the palestinian leader and the late israeli premier yacht ravine signed that agreement it 
seems so easy now oh they do that but at the time it was revolutionary you know the idea they were going to 
come and sign a deal together before the whole world and even shake hands yeah so first thing 
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and even shake hands yeah so first thing we had to deal with was were they going to shake hands at all and 
i could tell ravine didn't want to do it the arafat was very much unpopular very unpopular in israel and i said 
to him i said uh we were thought i said it's like you Know you're going to shake his hand and he said oh you 
know and he went through i said it sucked you got to shake his hand you're going to have a billion people 
looking at you on television i said what are you going to do i got to shake hands with him you got to shake his 
hand so he said in his wonderful deep voice all right all right but no kissing because you know this traditional 
arab greeting is a kiss on the cheek but an arafat kiss within a kiss of political death oh been terrible and you 
yeah it would not have been a sweet deal so i figured that if rabin if if he didn't kiss me he couldn't kiss rabine 
so tony lake my national security adviser he has a wonderful sense of humor says well i know how to do this 
he said now you be arafat and i will be you and you try to kiss me so uh i'll show you what he did shake 
hands with me so i'm not sure i want to do this so i shook hands and you come in and he put his hand like 
this in my elbow and he says if you got your hand in your elbow he can't kiss you so we practice it so you 
give your stiff arm your left hand while you're giving it but it's like an affectionate thing like i'm so happy you 
know if you if you can fake it good bill clinton on the arm yeah it's not official but you can't get in there for the 
kiss so we practiced it and we did it [Applause] and the whole world was cheering when they sure came it's 
just one of those moments when you see it and you think my god miracles are possible it was one of the 
most magic moments in my entire lifetime that was a good day in a moment a bad day 
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in her book senator hillary clinton describes the moment when her husband finally told her the truth about 
monica lewinsky she wrote that upon hearing the news she could hardly breathe was gulping for air and 
started crying and yelling at him asking him quote why did you lie to me we asked bill clinton to tell us about 
that moment which you have already heard him describe as his worst personal day in the white house in 
your book you write about how furious mrs clinton was when she found out the truth how did you tell her i 
had a sleepless night and woke her up and sat down on the side of the bed and just told her and it was awful 
but i had to do it because the grandeur testimony was coming up and i was going to tell the truth the grand 
jury and i wanted her to know before it happened i mean i had to tell her and what did she say what did she 
do well i don't want to go into the details she was angry and she was mad and she was mad about me not 
telling her before i think is almost as mad but i hadn't told her about it is what i'd done well in your book you 
write about how furious she was and i'm quoting now said i woke her up in the white house early one 
morning she looked at me as if i had punched her in the gut that's right that pretty much the scene yeah well 


you know we've been together a long time we've been we started going together in 1971 and we were each 
other's best friends we'd been through everything together we knew just about everything there was to know 
about each other and when you go through the kind of struggles we have it's it's almost become inexplicable 
that anything would be so bad you wouldn't tell it right so you told her 
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and you were in the doghouse yes let's put it in molly i was in the doghouse not only had hillary clinton 
believed the lie the president told the country i did not have sexual relations with that woman miss lewinsky 
mrs clinton had gone out on a limb to defend her husband in public the great story here for anybody willing to 
find it and write about it and explain it is this vast right-wing conspiracy that has been conspiring against my 
husband since the day he announced for president before the ultimate facts came out this is clinton then the 
first lady went on television and she was a tigers defending you saying there's a right-wing conspiracy about 
this you write about this in the book you watched it on television what were you thinking at that time she was 
hung out there for you i was thinking first of all i felt sick that she was having to defend me one more time 
and i felt terrible so i was worried sick that hillary was defending me i also believe that she told the truth both 
things were true i did a bad thing i made a terrible moral error that's true it's also true that there was a vast 
right-wing operation i i told hillary the only thing that i kind of hated was that she used the world conspiracy 
because most of it was right out in the open two days after bill clinton told hillary the truth i do he gave his 
videotape testimony to the star grand jury the tape which was released to the news media showed the 
normally confident clinton at his worst humiliated and embarrassed when i was alone with miss lewinsky on 
certain occasions in early 1996 and once in early 1997 
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and once in early 1997 i engaged in conduct that was wrong his testimony was tortured and he used careful 
legalistic language to avoid perjuring himself it depends upon what the meaning of the word is yes the former 
president writes in his book he was seething at star's efforts to turn the videotape testimony into a quote 
pornographic home movie but he also knew that starr's videotape might cost him his presidency and could 
be the final straw in his relationship with hillary she and chelsea barely talk to him and he writes he spent 
months sleeping on the couch what you did say was i was afraid that i would lose not only my marriage but 
my daughter's love and respect as well i was worried about that you know my my daughter is a remarkable 
person but she's she's you know she has her own opinions she has strong convictions and children also you 
know as i said in the book sooner or later every child learns that his or her parents are not perfect but this 
was way beyond that and it was a big dose to swallow in her book senator clinton writes quote he had 
betrayed the trust in our marriage and we both knew it might be an irreparable breach true sure how did you 
and mrs clinton and chelsea get through this first thing we had to do is just get through the days a few days 
we had to let some time pass and hillary had to decide whether she wanted to stay married to me and 
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stay married to me and then when she decided she was willing to try that's when we agreed that we would 
work together we'd take a day a week and and we did a whole day a week every week for a year maybe a 
little more and and did counseling and we did it together we did individually did family work it was hard and 
interesting and i would say to people who've invested a lot of time in a relationship that before they give up 
on it it's worth trying mr clinton said he met regularly with three ministers to help him hold his family together 
and during our visit to arkansas he told us he has believed in the power of prayer since he was a child when 
he went to services at the old baptist church in hot springs did you pray a lot when you were a child a lot and 
as an adult a lot and a lot as president i prayed every when i had a daughter i we prayed every night together 
and i prayed a lot alone all my life on the best days in your life when you considered you did your best work 
or had your biggest victories did you pray i did i didn't wait for the bad times when times did get bad bill 
clinton says he's always been helped enormously by the old friends he sees whenever he goes home friends 


he goes bowling with mr clinton says he's had his fobs or friends of bill since school days this is my junior 
high school and that was my high school today when we had lunch we had lunch with a man that was my 
best friend in grade school with the first girl i went out with that i went to grade school with with a girl 
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i went to grade school with with a girl i lived next door to when i was in grade school just today and lunch i 
i've always stayed in touch with my friends and i've known them all since i was 10 or younger nine or 
younger seven right well she told me at lunch that she was the first girl you kissed that's her story and she's 
sticking to it well that's very nicer you know did you ask her if i was the first boy she kissed i was i didn't know 
you are and along with his most loyal friends has always been an unusually dedicated band of adversaries 
you've also accumulated enemies not just opponents but enemies i have but i think you'll agree that there is 
at least this reputation that with bill clinton you either love him or you hate him would you argue with the word 
hate a lot of people have hated me i think that's right well why is that i've always tried to change things and 
people who try to be change agents are going to make people mad who are against the changes you try to 
make i think secondly i puzzled a lot of people and confused them president clinton acknowledges in his 
book that he got a reputation early on as being cocky and arrogant he was only 32 years old when he was 
first elected governor were you too young looking back on it were you too young in some ways yes i was old 
enough to understand the issues and do the job and get a lot done but probably not old enough to 
understand the best way to do things and i had a you know i brought in a lot of young people we were brash 
and we made a lot of people mad and they voted us out i was the youngest ex-governor in the history of 
america is that true yeah i think so i was 34 years old out on my rear well that some of the voters at the time 
said you were quote too big for your britches yeah i think they thought that um 
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um others said you were obsessed meaning you were obsessed with careerism climbing ladder and one 
man said and i don't think i've ever used this word on television for mr president i hope you'll forgive me but 
you wrote it that one man said bill the people thought you were an he did george daniels said that from 
marshall arkansas on the ozark mountain he said he voted for him but he said that in his memoir mr clinton 
concedes he was voted out as governor after just one term because he tried to do too much too fast a 
mistake he thinks he repeated in his first 100 days in the white house bill clinton governor state of arkansas 
[Music] in arkansas he ran again and was elected to five more terms as governor thank you very much 
perhaps more than most presidents you've accumulated nicknames as the years have gone by some of 
them you like bubba elvis come back kid you like all those and some that you haven't liked so much yeah 
well if you if you stay out there and you fight long enough you make enough enemies you'll get some of 
those nicknames too which one do you like the least slick willie i like that at least for a very good reason no 
one could fairly look at my political life and say i didn't believe in anything today i proudly announced my 
candidacy for president of the united states of america but mr clinton did on numerous occasions try to 
wiggle his way out of tough questions about his political positions and his personal life some of his answers 
became unforgettable the things that stuck with you through your campaign for the presidency and while you 
were president was saying about marijuana that you had smoked but you hadn't inhaled did you regret 
saying that you bet even though it was absolutely

you bet even though it was absolutely true i tried it and i really tried to inhale i was incapable of inhaling that's 
really what i was trying to say and it was just one of those dumb things you say and then you have to live 
with for years and years afterward yeah these are the books that i wrote the book in time and again mr 
clinton relates in his book when he got into trouble it was hillary clinton who bailed him out there's this theory 
that men often marry women who remind them of their mothers was that the case with hillary with you oh no 
although they were both strong i like that i never you know a lot of guys don't like strong women i always did 
because my mother was strong my grandmother was strong but they were as different as daylight and dark 


oh my god you know when the first time they met that was like oil on water but they came to get a long 
opening oh god they came to not just get along they came to adore each other two years after mr clinton was 
elected president his mother virginia died of cancer on the porch in hope we listened as she reminisced 
about her son if you don't mind i'd like to show you a snippet of what she said to us then about those times 
let's take a look we had alcoholism in our family and um i think that bill in his mind thought that i hadn't been 
dealt the best hand in the world and he was determined to make up for that determined he's just been a 
wonderful son just a wonderful son everybody should have a mother who feels that way about them i never 
saw that well i i tried to be a good son for her

i i tried to be a good son for her and i tried to be a good role model for my brother if my mother was that close 
to death and she still thought i'd been a good son that's not good enough for me she was sure a good mother 
i wanted anything like the son that she was the mother i'll tell you that but she hadn't seen that before no no 
[Music] and i thank you for showing it to me since he left the white house president clinton has among other 
things become a money machine writing his book giving speeches and paying off his legal bills now he says 
he wants to slow down do more public service like his work to fight aids in africa and do more to shape his 
legacy mr president do you have a sense of the likeness of being now that you're out of the presence 
actually i do you know before i sat down with this uh with you i kind of dreaded this because i've enjoyed 
being a a little more of a private citizen but i spend a lot of my time today and i'm looking forward to spending 
all of my time on the work of my foundation and my library the library is still being built on the banks of the 
arkansas river in little roth i want this to be the first serious modern american museum of the 21st century so 
that's what we're trying to do here it's the most expensive presidential library in history mr clinton is so 
excited about it it's hard to keep up with him the last thing the children will see when they walk out of the oval
